Sell, 2006, 45, 6254-6261 (Exhibit 1) - submitted by Applicant 09/30/201 1) and 
because neither one of the compounds in claim 1 is known to provide a wlntergreen 
flavor or odor, one having ordinary skill in the art would not have a reasonable 
expectation to successfully make a composition comprising compounds A), B), C), D) 
and optionally E) wherein the amounts of compounds A), B), C), and D) and the ratio of 
compounds A): B): C): D) are adjusted so that the mixture provides a wintergreen flavor 
or odor. For these reasons, the claims as amended above are unobvious over the prior 
art.
